Union against 35 wholesalers who 
deliver papers in the New York, 
Connecticut-New Jersey area. 


Papers hit immediately were 


the Times, Herald Tribune, News, 
Mirror, Wall Street Journal, Jour- 
nal of Commerce and several for- 
eign dailies. 


Deliveries as reported by the 


papers ranged from "pretly well" 
to "bad" in the suburban sections. 


Drivers employed directly by 


newspapers were not involved in 
the walkout. They handle a large 
part of the delivery work inside 
the city. 


Wholesalers do most of the de- 


livering outside the city, however, 


All of the afternoon papers in- 


volved in th estrike, meanwhile, 
went ahead with publishing plans 
and said they hoped to get papers 
to most areas.

The strike started at midnight 


when the old contract between the 
union and wholesalers expired.

weekly, with day men working a 
40-hour week and night men 37 
hours. The union wants a 35-hour 
week for all workers.
